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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
L Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-30 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-28 and 32-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takemura, U.S. Patent 5,587,326. 

Takemura discloses a semiconductor process as claimed. See FIGS, 3 & 4, where a 
bipolar junction transistor of an epitaxial planar type according to a preferred embodiment of this 
invention is similar to the conventional transistor of FIG. 1 except for a conductor film 22 
having a function for preventing polysilicon from grain growth. The conductive film is 
preferably a polysilicon film containing an atom such as C (i.e., carbon), O (i.e., oxygen), or P 
(i.e., phosphorus), hence barrier layer. Deposited over the conductive layer 22 is a conductive 
polysilicon layer doped with arsenic (column 5, lines 1-12). Aluminum layer 25a is substituted 
for a portion of the emitter contact region to completely fill the hole. 

4. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 29-30 allowed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lee et al. U.S. Patent 5,745,990; Sato, U.S. Patent 5,766,999; and Sasaki, U.S. 
Patent 6,069,389.
